INE years ago, as

This. shift of Communist 
tactics in Asia poses some politi+ 
cal problems, When the Com- 
munist tactic was armed rebel 
Mon tho issuc was relatively 
simple: tofight back or curren= 
der. The new tactic 1s a welcome 
change, because it is on ad- 
mission of failure. It. 1s welcome 
also because it is better to have 
the Communists behaving constl- 
-(utionally, as if they were on 
ordinary political party, rather 
thon as a gang of terrorists 
hiding in the jungle, Even If it 
fs truo that Communists can be 
more dangtrous when they tum 
respectable, It fis also truc that 
if the insurrection were ended 
in Burma and Malaya much 
human suffering, loss of life and 
waste of resources would be 
avoided, Both U Nu jn Burma 
and Tengku Abdul Rahman in 
Maloya have been prepared to 
offer generous terms to achieve 
that object. 


COMMONSENSE 


. The policy—of trying to 
induce the Communists to 
abandon insurrection In favour 
of constitutional behaviour—ls 
not difficult to justify, It 1s:

Britain is not competing in the race to| 


produce the first nuclear-powered merchant vessel, 
irtespective of cost and other economic considera- 


tions. 


Most advanced projecta in 
this fleld are the American de- 
velopments for an atomic’ 
merchantman to be completed 
by carly 1960 and the Russian 
project for bullding an atomic- 
powered [cebreaker, 

But—as In the case of gu 
turbine marine propulsion, 
where the Shell tanker Auris 
wag the first ship to opCrate on 
uxormal commercial runs with 
this form of power—Britain 1s 
preparing the first 
Merchant vessel which will pay 
Ito way on, a « basts of 
operational costs. 

That is why it has been. 
décided {9 build an atomically- 
powered ol] tanker, of about 
40,000 deadwelght tons, costing 
between £ 10,000,000 and 
£12,000,000 and ready for 
service within six years, 

British shipping experts long 
recognised that, at leaxt for ‘a 
start, the only type of ship 
which coutd economically justify 
the bullding ang instalation of 
an atomle furnuce fo provide 
driving power would be o giant 
oll tanker, This is because 
such ships sptnd neatly all 
their time at sea, since high- 
speed pumps can load or 
charge thelr vast catpocs at 
terminal ports {in a matter of 
h ' i 

For most other cargo-carrying 
ships there are long pertods of 
jying ot a wharf loading or dis- 
charging goods, This requires 
an uneconomic damplhg down’ 
or the atomle furnace, 

The nature and design of an 
oil tanker also lend themselves 
betler to a size which will 
accommodate and justify an 
atomic furnace. The = huge 
¢xpunsion in size of ofl tankers 
and Ore carriers in recent years, 
up to, 100,000 tons deadwelght, 
has demonstrated the feasibility 
of such unity even with conven~ 


{ional machinery, 

Another feature of Britain's 
atomic tanker will be high 
speed, probably between 28 and 
30 knots. To achleve such 
spceds with  oil-burning boilers 
for steam. or dicscl cngincs is 
uneconomic in fuel consumption, 
but with @ nuclear reactor us 
furnace it will be justified.

Kearns, the 70-year-old wizard of boxing baltyhoo

half a century, told the United Press that 


television in boxing is 2 two-edged sword. 
“Television has done wonders | as a boxer and have a soft spot 


to increase ‘the Intere:t in box- 
ing,” Kearns sald, “In dhe past, 
only a few thousand fans could 
sce a Aight. Now millions can 
sce it through television.” 


"But dt: kUling the little pro- 
, moter,” Doe said. “And that 
means It is‘choking boxing, I¢ 
tales big promotion to stage a 
televised fight. But the promotor 
docen't pay the price do anyone 
‘but the headliners.. The preii- 
minary fAghters don’t get the 
benefit of televi-ion which would 
help build them up. And they 
don't make any money. So, they 
quit fighting and get a job 
where they can do better, 


“The small promoter furn- 
_ ishea the ‘kindergarten’ — for 
boxing,”: Kearns sald. “Fighters 
have to go through o ‘schooling’ 
in their business Hke anyone 
elie, But when fans can watch 
fights on ‘television, the small 
promotor has no-crowds and no 
income, so he’s golng out of 
business, In that way televi:ion 
ig hurting the development of 
talent which latér could be the 
TV headliners.” 


_ ONLY SOLUTION 


The only olution, Kearns 
gaid, is regulation, “There will 
have ‘to be reguintion so the 
Utte promoters can get a chance 
at oat television money," he 


The = silver-haired promotor 
also put himself on the aide of 
the erties who contend — the

"I don’t believe the kids are 
as strong and rugged aa they 
used to be.

Taking courage from a Virile new president, Mr Joe Richards, of Barnsley, 
the cluba went on quite a spending spree—that is compared with thelr old Shylock 


standards. “ 


They raised the max!mum 
Wage by £2, which means that 
stars like Stanlcy Matthews 
and Billy Wright will now get 
£17 a week instead of 215, 

They doubled the talent money 
In League and Cup. This means 
that whoever succeed Man- 
chester Untled and Aston Villa 
as Champions and Cupholders 
next year wiHl each get £1,100 
for distribution among their 
players insiecad of £550, 

Flushed by so much geneto- 
sity, the clubs also increased 
bonus money to £4 2 win and 
£2 for o draw, while players 
taking part in ‘the telovised 
matches will cach get -£2 out of 
the fee received.

Britain is not competing in the -race to 
produce the first nuclear-powered merchant vessel, 
irrespective of cost and ‘other economic considera- 


tions. 


Most advanced projecta in 
thle fleld are the American de- 
velopments for nn atomic 
merchantman to be completed 
by carly 1960 and the Russian 
project for bullding an stomic- 
powered icebreaker, 

But—as In the case of gus 
turbine marino — propulsion, 
where the Shell tanker Aurts 
wis the first ship to opCrate on 
normal commercial runs wilh 
this form of power-—-Britain 15 
preparing the first atomic 
merchant vessel which will poy 
ft) way on a _ basis of 
operational costs, . 

That is why It has been 
decided {o bulld an atomically~ 
powered oll tanker of about 
80,000 denadwelght tons, costing 
between £10,000,000 ana 
£12,000,000 and ready . for 
service within six years,
